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Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management 

to  the  Governors  of  the 

Birmingham  and  Midland  Eye  Hospital 

FOR  THE 

YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  31st,  1938. 


The  Committee  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  submitting 
to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  the  115th  Annual  Report 
of  the  Hospital,  together  with  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Board 
and  the  audited  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1938. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  continues  to  be  of  a  progressive 
character.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  Statistics,  the  total 
number  of  new  Out-patients  treated  during  the  year  was 
52,689,  the  total  attendances  reaching  the  very  high  figure 
of  123,137.  The  increasing  demand  on  the  services  of  the 
Hospital  Staff  will  be  more  readily  appreciated  when  it  is 
remembered  that,  compared  with  the  year  1933,  the  attend¬ 
ances  have  risen  by  over  30,000. 

The  number  of  In-patients  admitted  to  the  Public  Wards 
was  2,200  ;  admissions  to  the  Private  Wards  numbering  128. 
These  admissions  constitute  the  highest  yet  recorded  in  the 
history  of  the  Hospital,  and,  compared  with  the  numbers  of 
five  years  ago,  show  an  increase  of  exactly  600. 

The  “  follow-up  ”  work  conducted  by  Externe  nurses 
continues  to  be  attended  with  marked  success.  Of  the  four 
nurses  engaged  in  this  work,  two  are  concerned  solely  with 
the  treatment  of  cases  of  Infantile  Ophthalmia,  the  others 
being  allotted  cases  of  a  more  varied  nature.  The  domiciliary 
visits  paid  during  the  year  numbered  4,866.  The  value  of 
this  work  in  the  Prevention  of  Blindness  cannot  be  over 
estimated.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  nurses  are 
fully  trained  and  possess  a  special  certificate  in  Ophthalmic 
Nursing.  The  co-operation  of  the  City  of  Birmingham  Public 
Health  Department  in  this  work  is  again  most  gratefully 
acknowledged. 
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The  treatment  it  is  now  possible  to  give  at  Burcot  Grange, 
Blackwell,  continues  to  be  of  the  utmost  value.  During  the 
year  321  cases  were  treated  to  a  conclusion.  The  average 
stay  of  these  patients  was  27.76  days.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
the  Committee  that  even  greater  benefit  would  accrue  to 
patients,  particularly  younger  children,  if  their  stay  could  be 
lengthened  considerably,  and  it  is  hoped  that  parents  will 
appreciate  this  and  will  recognise  that  the  wish  of  the 
Committee  to  extend  the  stay  is  the  outcome  of  desire  for  the 
children  s  welfare.  Not  only  is  the  eye  condition  given  all 
necessary  treatment,  but  every  effort  is  made  to  effect 
improvement  in  the  general  health  and  physique  of  the 
children. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Board  to 
the  Waiting  List  of  operation  cases.  This  list  at  the  end  of 
1938  contained  upwards  of  250  names,  the  majority  of  which 
were  women.  The  Committee  is  hopeful  that  within  the  next 
two  years,  structural  alterations  and  extensions  to  the 
Hospital  Building  will  have  been  completed,  and  an  increase 
in  the  bed  complement  secured.  This  work  cannot  be  under¬ 
taken  until  the  present  Nurses’  Home  is  evacuated,  which 
movement,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  possible  in  the  early  part  of 
1940.  The  Committee  have  completed  a  Contract  with 
Messrs.  Percy  W.  Cox  Limited,  of  Handsworth,  for  the  erection 
of  a  Nurses’  Home  on  land  at  the  corner  of  Ludgate  Hill 
and  Lionel  Stieet.  The  area  of  the  land  is  811  square  yards 
which  is  slightly  reduced  by  a  splay  of  20ft.  taken  off  the 
corner  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  City  of  Birmingham 

Public  Works  Department,  and  to  suit  modern  traffic 
conditions. 

Owing  to  the  street  frontage  facing  N.E.  and  N.W.,  with 
the  maximum  sunlight  from  the  back,  the  Building  plan 
adopted  assumes  an  E  shape  with  an  open  entrance  at  the 
rear,  in  order  to  obtain  as  much  sunlight  from  the  S.W.  as 
possible.  The  splayed  corner  has  been  utilised  as  a  suitable 
approach  and  entrance,  with  service  rooms  on  the  Ground 
Floor  off  a  5ft.  corridor  facing  Ludgate  Hill,  and  the  Nursing 
Staff  Sitting  Rooms  facing  the  Lionel  Street  Frontage.  For

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the  sake  of  quietness  the  Lecture  Room  is  placed  at  the  back, 
as  are  also  the  Home  Sisters’  Quarters.  The  scheme  is 
planned  on  four  floors,  with  an  additional  floor  over  the 
Lecture  Room  arm  for  maids’  bedrooms,  with  an  automatically 
controlled  lift  to  each  floor.  Accommodation  is  provided  for 
59  nursing  staff  and  20  domestic  staff.  Wash  basins  and 
built-in  wardrobes  will  be  fitted  in  each  bedroom,  as  will  all 
other  accessories  which  are  likely  to  be  conducive  to  the 
comfort  and  well  being  of  the  staff. 

The  capital  sum  required  to  finance  the  work  will  be 
obtained  by  the  realization  of  Investments  on  Buildings 
Reserve  Fund  Account.  Approval  to  an  appeal  for  funds 
has  not  been  asked  of  the  Birmingham  Hospitals  Council, 
though  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  request  approval 
to  such  a  course,  when  the  extensions  to  the  Hospital  Buildings 
are  undertaken.  It  will  be  evident,  however,  that  cost  of 
maintenance  must  increase,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  efforts 
which  are  being  made  to  meet  the  growing  demand  on  the 
services  of  the  Hospital,  and  at  the  same  time  to  provide 
reasonable  amenities  for  the  staff  will  be  recognised  by,  and 
will  lead  to  increased  support  from,  all  interested  in  the 
institution. 

In  this  connection,  the  Committee  desires  to  acknowledge 
the  active  support  of  Mr.  A.  C.  H.  Pearson,  who  is  the 
representative  of  the  Birmingham  Hospital  Saturday  Fund, 
and  who,  from  the  commencement  of  his  official  association 
with  the  Hospital,  has  evinced  the  liveliest  interest  in  its 
progress.  By  personal  approaches  to  his  friends  at  various 
works  throughout  the  City,  Mr.  Pearson  has  already  raised 
no  less  a  sum  than  ^341.  18s.  6d.  As  a  mark  of  their 
appreciation,  the  Committee  has  unanimously  elected  Mr. 
Pearson  a  Life  Governor  of  the  Hospital. 

FINANCE. 

Although  the  ordinary  income  of  the  Hospital  has  not 
been  sufficient  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenditure,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  is  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  deficiency 
has  been  more  than  covered  by  legacies  which  were  received 
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during  the  year.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  accounts,  the 
total  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  Main  Hospital  was 
£22,315.  Is.  6d.,  that  of  the  Treatment  Annexe  at  Burcot 
Grange,  Blackwell,  being  £3,628.  19s.  7d.  Towards  this 
outlay,  Income  of  £22,122.  19s.  6d.  and  £2,463.  7d.  8d. 
respectively  was  received,  the  total  deficit  amounting  to 
£1,357.  13s.  lid. 

Legacies  received  during  the  year  for  the  General  Fund 
of  the  Hospital  amounted  to  £1,849.  15s.  4d. 


INCOME. 

Detailed  examination  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure 
Accounts  will  show  that  of  the  total  Income  of  £24,586.  7s.  2d. 
no  less  than  £19,023.  17s.  7d.  was  received  on  account  of 
services  rendered,  only  a  little  over  £2,000  being  received 
from  Annual  Subscriptions.  While  it  is  exceedingly  gratifying 
to  be  able  to  acknowledge  the  contributions  of  those  vdio 
have  derived  benefit  from  their  treatment  in  the  Hospital, 
it  is  nevertheless  a  matter  of  keen  regret  that  the  amount 
of  annual  subscriptions  should  be  at  so  low  a  figure.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  all  who  are  able  to  assist  the  finances 
of  the  Hospital  by  means  of  annual  subscriptions  may  be 
induced  so  to  do. 

Further  Income  under  this  heading  can  be  secured  if 
subscribers  will  be  good  enough  to  enter  into  a  Covenant  to 
maintain  their  subscriptions  for  seven  years  and  thus  enable 
the  Hospital  to  secure  relief  from  Income  Tax  from  such 
income. 

Of  the  income  received  on  account  of  services  rendered, 
no  less  than  £14,018  was  received  from  the  Birmingham 
Hospitals  Contributory  Association  (with  which  is  associated 
the  Birmingham  Hospital  Saturday  Fund).  This  sum 
includes  the  final  payment  in  respect  of  the  year  1937,  and 
payments  on  account  of  the  treatment  of  contributors  for 
the  nine  months  ended  September  30th,  1938.  The  latter 
distribution  shows  a  reduction  of  7  per  cent,  compared  with 
the  same  period  for  1937.  The  Committee  of  the  Hospital, 
in  common  with  the  Committee  of  other  participating 
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Institutions,  is  faced  with  the  fact  that,  with  a  rising  cost, 
there  is  a  pronounced  fall  in  the  percentage  which  the 
Contributory  Association  has  been  able  to  pay. 

Both  the  Contributory  Association  and  the  Hospital 
Saturday  Fund  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  magnificent 
financial  results  which  have  attended  their  efforts.  The 
Committee  of  the  Hospital  ventures,  however,  to  suggest  that 
the  time  is  opportune  for  both  the  Association  and  the 
Saturday  Fund  to  review  the  expenditure  of  their  funds,  with 
the  object  of  ascertaining  in  what  direction  the  proportion 
not  utilised  for  the  treatment  of  Contributors  in  Hospital  can 
be  reduced  in  order  that  the  sums  available  for  distribution 
among  the  Hospitals  of  the  City  may  be  increased. 

The  donations  received  during  the  year  have  reached  an 
unusually  high  figure,  and  include  the  following  amounts 
which  the  Committee  has  already  gratefully  acknowledged 
to  the  donors.

It  will  be  observed  that,  included  in  the  above  List,  is 
a  sum  of  ^305.  Is.  5d.  from  the  bequest  of  the  late  Mr. 
Henry  Booth,  who  died  March,  1926,  and  bequeathed  the 
residue  of  his  Estate  to  the  Birmingham  Hospital  Sunday 
Fund  for  distribution.  A  total  sum  of  ^517.  Is.  Id.  was 
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received  from  the  Committee  of  the  Fund,  being  the  share 
of  the  1937  collections,  including  receipts  from  this  bequest. 
Of  this  total  receipt  a  sum  of  ^211.  19s.  8d.  was  taken  as 
ordinary  Income,  the  balance  of  ,£305.  Is.  5d.  being  credited 
to  Legacies  Account.  . 

A  further  contribution  of  ^300  has  been  received  from  the 
Dunlop  Hospital  and  Benevolent  Fund,  making  a  total  of 
^900  towards  the  capital  sum  of  ^1,000  requisite  to  endow 
a  bed  in  the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  two  further  investments  were  effected 
for  the  credit  of  the  Buildings  Reserve  Fund  Account,  though, 
as  already  indicated  earlier  in  this  Report,  a  considerable  sum 
will  be  required  with  which  to  finance  the  erection  of  the 
Nurses’  New  Home. 

While  acknowledging  the  generosity  of  those  who  have 
contributed  to  the  Funds  of  the  Hospital,  the  Committee  is 
not  unmindful  of,  and  desires  to  record  its  thanks  to,  those 
who  have  supported  the  Hospital  by  gifts  in  kind.  A  list 
of  these  gifts  is  embodied  in  the  printed  Report  of  the 
Hospital.  The  Committee  also  again  desires  to  acknowledge 
the  support  of  members  of  the  Ladies’  Guild,  and  of  the 
Branch  of  that  activity  which,  formed  during  the  year, 
directs  its  efforts  towards  the  upkeep  of  equipment  and  the 
provision  of  extra  comforts  for  the  patients  at  Burcot  Grange, 
Blackwell.  The  reports  and  accounts  of  these  activities  are 
also  embodied  in  this  Report.  The  work  done  is  again 
commended  to  the  attention  of  all  ladies  who  are  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  generally. 

EXPENDITURE. 

From  the  Statistics  attached  to  the  audited  account,  it 
will  be  observed  that  the  average  cost  per  In-patient  per  day 
at  the  Main  Hospital  amounted  to  8s.  8d.,  that  at  Burcot 
Grange  being  8s.  Id.  The  average  cost  per  Out-patient  was 
3s.  4d.  The  averages  in  1937  were  8s.  6d.,  6s.  lid.  and 
3s.  0^d.  respectively. 

The  chief  variation  in  the  expenditure  for  the  year  comes 
under  the  heading  of  Salaries  and  Wages,  which  were  over 
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,£1,000  higher  than  in  1937.  Medical  Salaries  were  up  by 
^350,  this  increase  being  due  mainly  to  a  new  appointment 
of  Surgical  Registrar,  which  was  made  in  the  very  early  part 
of  the  year.  The  Officer  concerned  is  engaged  in  Out-patient 
duty,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  expense  has  been  amply 
justified. 

Nursing  Salaries  have  risen  by  upwards  of  ^400.  This  is 
due,  partly,  to  the  fact  that,  in  the  absence  of  suitable 
applicants  for  appointments  at  the  Hospital,  the  services  of 
fully  trained  private  nurses,  particularly  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  became  imperative,  in  order  that  the  work  in  the 
In-patient  Department  of  the  Hospital  might  be  maintained. 
Difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  securing  applicants  for 
appointments  as  Staff  Nurse,  which  appointments  are  open 
only  to  candidates  who  have  received  general  training  and 
have  passed  the  examination  of  the  General  Nursing  Council, 
The  Committee  earnestly  hope  that  the  advantage  of  securing 
a  Certificate  in  Ophthalmic  Nursing  may  commend  itself  to 
a  greater  number  of  S.R.N.  Nurses,  than  has  been  the  practice 
hitherto. 

The  Committee  have  also  reviewed  the  whole  of  the 
salaries  paid  to  the  trained  Staff,  and  have  made  advances 
which  bring  the  scales  of  salaries  much  nearer  to  those 
suggested  by  the  College  of  Nursing. 

The  Salaries  of  other  Officers  and  employees  have  risen 
by  ^132.  This  increase  is  wholly  due  to  the  necessity  to 
increase  the  trained  Staff  in  the  Orthoptic  Department,  the 
work  in  which  is  greater  than  in  any  previous  year.  This 
Department  must  continue  to  be  an  increasingly  expensive 
one,  but,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  Medical 
Director  of  Orthoptics,  the  results  have  fully  justified  the 
expenditure  involved. 

The  total  expenditure  incurred  in  connection  with  the 
Treatment  Annexe  at  Burcot  Grange,  Blackwell,  is  /248 
higher  than  for  the  thirteen  months  ended  December  31st, 
1937.  Ihere  is  a  slight  variation  in  all  kinds  of  expense, 
though  the  greatest  increase  falls  under  the  heading  of 
Establishment,  this  being  due  to  the  cost  of  internal  and 
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external  redecorations,  which  involved  an  expenditure  of 
.£285.  7s.  9d.  This  expenditure  is,  however,  one  which  needs 
to  be  met  only  every  four  or  five  years,  and  though  steps 
will  be  taken  to  make  provision  for  this  periodic  outlay  in 
subsequent  accounts,  the  Committee  anticipate  that  future 
annual  accounts  of  Burcot  Grange  will  show  a  somewhat 
lower  total  outlay  than  in  the  year  under  review. 

The  tendency  for  all  Hospital  costs  to  grow  is  inevitable, 
as  not  only  are  essential  commodities  and  medical  and 
surgical  equipment  and  stores  becoming  more  expensive 
year  by  year,  but,  in  a  more  pronounced  direction  still,  the 
outlay  under  the  heading  of  Nursing  Salaries  is  becoming  a 
more  serious  charge  on  Hospital  Finances.  There  can  be  no 
question  as  to  the  justification  for  the  demand  for  higher 
salaries  and  shorter  hours  for  the  members  of  the  Nursing 
Profession,  and  immediately  the  Nurses’  New  Home  is 
available  for  occupation,  the  Committee  propose  to  take 
steps  to  increase  the  number  of  Nursing  Staff,  and,  if  at  all 
possible,  to  introduce  a  96  hour  per  fortnight  period  of  duty. 

GENERAL. 

Early  in  the  year,  in  connection  with  the  census  of 
Hospital  accommodation  taken  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
full  particulars  were  furnished  of  the  available  accommodation, 
both  at  the  Main  Hospital  and  at  Burcot  Grange,  and  the 
extent  to  which  this  could  be  enlarged  and  the  Buildings 
adapted  for  general  use,  in  case  of  a  national  crisis  arising. 
It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  need  for  the  introduction  of 
emergency  measures  will  never  materialize.  The  Committee 
has,  however,  taken  appropriate  steps  to  ascertain  the 
direction  in  which  the  buildings  may  be  more  effectively 
protected,  and  has  given  instructions  for  a  reasonable 
reserve  of  all  consumable  stores  to  be  maintained. 

The  Committee  has  considered  very  carefully  an  enquiry 
from  the  Birmingham  Hospitals  Council  as  to  whether  a 
transfer  to  a  site  adjoining  the  Centre  Hospital  would  be 
likely  to  be  required  within  the  next  ten  years.  It  has  been 
decided  that,  unless  some  circumstance  which  at  the  moment 
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cannot  be  foreseen,  renders  a  transfer  desirable,  the  work  of 
the  Hospital  should,  in  the  best  interests  of  those  who  need 
its  services,  be  carried  on  in  the  centre  of  the  City. 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  of  Management  of  the 
Birmingham  Hospitals  Contributory  Association,  and  of  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Birmingham  Hospital  Saturday  Fund, 
consideration  has  been  given  to  the  desirability  or  otherwise 
of  instituting  Evening  Clinics  to  meet  the  needs  of  those 
patients  who  cannot  afford  the  loss  of  wages  which  might 
result  from  attendance  at  the  Hospital  in  the  mornings.  The 
matter  is  not  yet  settled  and  may  call  for  further  consideration 
in  the  future. 

In  order  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Birmingham  Hospitals  Contributory  Association  , 
and  to  support  claims  in  respect  of  treatment  to  contributors, 
it  is  now  necessary  to  obtain  vouchers  from  all  Casualty 
patients.  This  procedure,  which  came  into  force  on 
January  1st,  1939,  is  a  very  definite  departure  from  the 
practice  hitherto  followed,  but  it  is  hoped  that  those  who 
have  recourse  to  the  Casualty  Department  of  the  Hospital 
will  assist  by  presenting  vouchers  immediately  on  arrival,  or 
forwarding  the  same  to  the  Hospital  shortly  afterwards. 
Under  no  circumstance,  however,  will  the  absence  of  a  voucher 
deprive  any  case  of  immediate  attention. 

The  Committee  has  followed,  with  interest,  the  work  of 
the  Sub-Committee  set  up  to  inaugurate  Hospital  Regional¬ 
ization  but  feel  that,  with  slight  modifications,  the  constitution 
of  the  Birmingham  Hospitals  Council  will  suffice  for  the  needs 
of  the  area  of  which  Birmingham  is  a  natural  centre,  and  will 
meet  all  that  can  be  desired  by  those  concerned  with  the 
report  of  the  Sankey  Commission. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  Birmingham  Hospitals 
Council  is  the  most  appropriate  body  to  deal  with  many 
matters  affecting  all  voluntary  hospitals  in  the  City,  not  the 
least  being  co-ordination  of  Hospital  Services  generally, 
arrangements  with  outside  Contributory  Schemes,  and  even 
such  matters  as  Evening  Clinics,  which,  though  dealt  with 
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specifically  in  this  Report,  cannot  be  considered  as  peculiar 
to  one  Hospital. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  again  records  its  appreciation 
of  the  continued  services  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staff  both  in  the  treatment  of  the  patients  and  in 
the  conduct  of  affairs  of  the  Hospital,  and  gladly  takes  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  its  thanks  to  the  House  Governor 
(Lieut. -Col.  J.  W.  Pearce),  the  Matron  (Miss  Tayler),  and  the 
whole  of  the  members  of  the  Administrative  and  Nursing 
Staffs  for  another  year’s  devoted  work.

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Annual  Medical  Report 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  31st,  1938. 

I  he  Medical  Board  has  pleasure  in  submitting  its  report 
on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1938. 

The  number  of  Patients  admitted  to  the  Public  Wards 
was  2,200  ;  admissions  to  the  Private  Wards  numbering  128. 
The  cases  treated  to  a  conclusion  reached  the  high  total  of 
2,324.  This  total  is  the  largest  ever  recorded  in  the  history 
of  the  Hospital.  The  percentage  of  beds  occupied  daily 
showed  an  increase  of  two  over  the  year  1937,  but  the  average 
stay  of  each  patient  was  slightly  lower  than  in  that  year, 
being  13.42  as  compared  with  13.86  days. 

Although  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  so  great  a 
volume  of  In-patient  work,  it  is,  nevertheless,  regrettable  that, 
despite  every  effort,  the  Waiting  List  of  operation  cases  both 
of  men  and  women  remains  high.  Of  the  beds  unoccupied, 
practically  the  whole  are  beds  set  aside  for  treatment  cases 
and  cases  suffering  from  contagious  disease,  and,  therefore, 
not  available  for  cases  requiring  operation. 

The  Medical  Board  is  gratified  to  know  that  the  Nurses’ 
New  Home  is  now  in  process  of  erection,  and  look  forward 
to  the  time  when  the  present  Home  can  be  demolished  and 
the  much-needed  additional  ward  accommodation  provided. 

The  Treatment  Annexe  at  Burcot  Grange,  Blackwell, 
continues  to  be  a  great  asset  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 
During  the  year  under  review  321  patients  were  treated  to 
a  conclusion,  their  average  stay  being  27.76  days.  This  stay 
is  lower  by  4  days  than  the  average  in  1937,  the  fall  being 
due  to  several  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  which  have 
necessitated  a  more  rapid  discharge  of  cases  than  would 
otherwise  have  been  effected. 

It  will,  doubtless,  be  remembered  that  Burcot  Grange  is 
available  only  to  women  and  children,  there  being  no 
provision  for  youths  and  men.  This  lack  cannot,  at  the 
moment,  be  overcome,  though  provision  for  extended  treat- 
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ment  of  the  latter  would  be  a  pronounced  advantage.  The 
Medical  Board  therefore  welcomed  a  proposal  from  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Birmingham  Hospital  Saturday 
Fund  that  boys  and  youths  who  are  under  treatment  at  the 
Hospital,  but  are  too  old  to  be  admitted  to  Burcot  Grange, 
yg-j;  young  enough  to  enter  the  Saturday  bund  Convalescent 
Home  at  “  The  Uplands,”  Blackwell,  might  be  received  at 
the  latter  Home  and  taken  daily  for  the  necessary  treatment 
to  Burcot  Grange.  This  arrangement  has  only  recently  come 
into  operation,  but  most  satisfactory  results  are  anticipated. 

The  work  in  the  Out-patient  Department  has  continued 
to  grow,  the  total  new  cases  registered  being  52,689,  of  whom 
25,980  were  casualties.  Of  the  latter,  17,741  attended  for 
the  removal  of  foreign  bodies  from  eye  and  eye-lids,  only 
one  attendance  being  necessary  in  such  cases. 

Occupational  accidents  are  responsible  for  a  definite 
amount  of  blindness,  especially  in  certain  industrial  processes, 
the  greatest  risk  to  the  eyes  occuring  in  metal  work,  chemical 
processes  from  the  splashing  of  chemicals,  and  in  stone 
dressing. 

Much  remains  to  be  done  in  the  direction  of  prevention 
of  accident,  and  this  question  is  doubtless  under  consideration 
by  all  concerned  with  industrial  management.  The  importance, 
however,  of  early  and  efficient  treatment  subsequent  to 
accidents,  trivial  though  some  may  appear  to  be,  cannot  be 
over  emphasised.  The  Medical  Board  again  urges  all  work¬ 
people  and  others  to  seek  treatment  by  qualified  personnel 
immediately  an  accident  occurs,  and  to  carry  out  the  advice 
given. 

The  total  attendances  in  the  Out-patient  Department 
numbered  123,137,  while  the  domiciliary  visits  paid  by  the 
externe  nursing  staff  reached  the  high  total  of  4,866.  Of 
these  visits  2,436  were  paid  for  the  purpose  of  treating  cases 
of  infantile  ophthalmia,  while  2,430  were  paid  to  cases  of  all 
other  kinds.  The  use  of  separate  surgeries  by  these  externe 
nurses  has  been  of  considerable  advantage  to  them  in  their 
work,  and  has  avoided  further  congestion  in  an  already 
overcrowded  Out-patient  Department. 
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As  is  well  known  the  domiciliary  treatment  of  Patients 
is  carried  on  with  the  valuable  co-operation  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Birmingham.  This  contact 
with  the  Health  Department  has  been  advanced  a  stage 
further  for,  during  the  year,  visits  have  been  paid  by  groups 
of  Student  Midv/ives  in  training  at  the  City  Maternity  Home, 
Wake  Green  Road,  Moseley,  for  the  purpose  of  Short  Lecture- 
Demonstrations  on  the  treatment  of  Infantile  Ophthalmia. 

The  operations  performed  were  as  under  : —

Of  the  latter  308  were  for  the  extraction  of  cataract,  280 
for  glaucoma,  and  217  for  the  rectification  of  squint.  The 
Haab  Giant  Magnet  and  the  Ring  Magnet  were  used  for  the 
removal  of  foreign  bodies  in  the  interior  of  the  eye  in  37  cases. 

Attached  to  this  Report  are  the  reports  of  the  special 
Departments,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  volume  of 
work  done  has  been  well  maintained.  Ihe  willing  assistance 
given  by  the  heads  of  these  various  departments  has  been 
invaluable,  and  is  highly  appreciated. 

In  February,  1938,  the  Provincial  Meeting  of  the 
Ophthalmic  Section  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  was 
held  at  the  Hospital,  and  in  December,  1 938,  the  50th  Richard 
Middlemore  Post-Graduate  Lecture  was  delivered  in  the 
Hospital  by  Mr.  Charles  Rudd,  his  subject  being  “  Malignant 
Growths  of  the  Eye.”

At  various  times  during  the  past  three  or  four  years, 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  candidates  to  fill 
vacancies  in  the  Resident  Surgical  Staff  and  to  cope  with 
the  increasing  work  of  the  Hospital.  To  meet  this  difficulty 
and,  at  the  same  time,  to  secure  some  assured  continuity  of 
service  by  specially  qualified  personnel,  the  Medical  Board 
towards  the  end  of  1937  recommended  the  appointment  of 
a  Surgical  Registrar  for  duty  each  morning  in  the  Out-patient 
Department.  Mr.  R.  H.  Hucknall,  M.B.,  B.Ch. (Birmingham), 
F.R.C.S.  (Edinburgh),  D.O.M.S.  (London)  was  appointed  to  the 
post.  At  the  same  time  Dr.  J.  A.  Magnus,  M.D. (Heidelberg), 
F.R.C.S. (Edinburgh),  D.O.M.S. (London)  was  appointed  as 
second  Surgical  Registrar.  This  latter  appointment  was 
vacated  on  July  23rd,  Dr.  Magnus  having  secured  the 
appointment  of  Honorary  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  to  the  York 
County  Hospital. 

Mr.  Hucknall’s  appointment  has  been  fully  justified,  and 
the  Medical  Board  welcomes  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging 
the  advantages  which  have  accrued  from  his  services. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  most  interesting  communi¬ 
cation  was  received  from  Mr.  George  Kaufmann,  of  Solotwina, 
Little  Poland.  A  facsimile  of  this  letter  is  attached  to  this 
report.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  writer  was  an  In-patient 
of  the  Hospital  upwards  of  60  years  ago. 

Congratulations  are  extended  to  Mr.  H.  T.  Roper-Hall, 
the  senior  Honorary  Dental  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital,  on 
having  conferred  upon  him  by  the  University  of  Birmingham 
the  Degree  of  Master  of  Dental  Surgery. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  once  again  acknowledges  the 
services  of  their  Honorary  Secretary  (Lieut. -Col.  J.  W.  Pearce, 
F.C.I.S.),  the  Matron,  and  all  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff.

GENERAL  INFORMATION  AND  INSTRUCTIONS  TO 

PATIENTS. 


IN-PATIENTS.  All  patients  are  advised  to  attend  first 
at  the  Out-patient  Department.  The  Surgeons  decide  if 
In-patient  treatment  is  necessary. 

Members  of  Contributory  Associations  must  supply 
separate  certificates  or  vouchers  for  In  or  Out-patient  treat¬ 
ment.  Other  patients  will  need  either  a  letter  of  introduction 
from  a  Subscriber  or  may  be  called  upon  to  pay  approved 
maintenance  charges.  The  Out-patient  Registration  Pee, 
covering  treatment  for  a  period  of  3  months,  is  5s. 

In-patients  require  to  bring  the  following  : — Slippers, 
Towel,  Flannel  and  Soap,  Tooth  Brush,  Nightdress,  Brush 
and  Comb,  Clean  Change  of  Linen. 

They  are  requested  to  come  in  not  later  than  11  a.m.,  and 
may  be  required  to  supply  the  name  of  their  Approved  Society 
and  Membership  number  if  insured  under  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Scheme.  It  will  save  trouble  if  patients  bring  their 
Medical  Card,  which  contains  the  required  information. 

In-patients  are  allowed  to  receive  Eggs,  Fruit  and  Biscuits, 
which  should  be  handed  in  to  the  care  of  the  Ward  Sister. 
Stimulants  or  Liquors  of  any  kind  are  not  allowed. 

VISITORS  TO  PATIENTS.  Visiting  is  allowed  to  the 
Male  and  Female  Wards  on  Wednesday  and  Sunday  After¬ 
noons,  from  2  till  4  o’clock.  No  patient  is  allowed  mote  than 
two  visitors  on  one  day.  Children  under  the  age  of  12  are 
not  allowed  to  visit  patients.  No  visiting  is  allowed  to  the 
Children’s  Wards. 

OUT-PATIENTS.  Out-patients  are  admitted  daily  except 
Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  Good  Friday,  the  Saturday  following 
Good  Friday,  and  Bank  Holidays,  between  Nine  and  Ten 
o’clock,  but  those  coming  by  train  from  a  long  distance,  not 
less  than  twelve  miles,  will  be  admitted  up  to  Eleven  a.m. 
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It  is  advisable  for  all  local  patients  to  attend  promptly 
at  Nine  o’clock. 

Cases  of  Accident  and  Urgent  Cases  are  treated  at  any 
time.  A  casualty  note  is  given  to  such  patients  to  present 
on  the  following  day  at  Nine  o’clock  if  further  attention  is 
needed.  All  patients  are  required  to  furnish  a  Contributory 
Scheme  Voucher  or  a  letter  of  introduction  from  a  Subscriber. 

Patients  are  expected  to  provide  their  own  medicine 
bottles. 

Babies  suffering  from  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  (Infantile 
Ophthalmia)  should  be  brought  to  the  Out-Patient  Department 
at  10  a.m.  No  letter  of  introduction  or  Voucher  is  required  in 
such  case.

MEDICO-LEGAL  REPORTS.  Reports  on  the  condition 
of  patients  are  issued  only  by  members  of  the  above-named 
Surgical  Staff,  but  the  General  Superintendent  may  be  com¬ 
municated  with  so  that  applications  can  be  forwarded  to  the 
Surgeon  under  whom  a  case  is  being  or  has  been  treated.  This 
matter  being  outside  the  province  of  the  Plospital,  the  Surgeon 
concerned  will  arrange  the  fee  payable. 

The  General  Superintendent  is  the  authorised  custodian 
of  all  case  papers. 

CERTIFICATES.  Certificates  of  inability  or  ability  to 
follow  employment  are  issued  to  patients  on  a  form  authorised 

by  the  Hospital.  No  other  form  of  certificate  can  be  recog¬ 
nised  . 
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SPECTACLES.  The  Hospital  does  not  make  or  sell 
spectacles,  but  arranges  for  a  firm  of  opticians  to  attend  daily 
and  to  supply  glasses  at  reasonable  prices. 

DISUSED  SPECTACLES.  Old  spectacles  are  of  no  use, 
as  the  cost  of  altering  is  greater  than  the  cost  of  new  ones. 

ARTIFICIAL  EYES.  An  order  for  an  Artificial  Eye 
will  be  given  in  suitable  cases,  but  patients  will  be  required 
to  contribute  towards  the  cost. 

Artificial  eyes  should  be  renewed  every  twelve  months. 
A  shell  eye,  which  will  be  loaned,  or  provided  on  payment  of 
one  shilling,  is  generally  necessary  after  an  eye  has  been 
excised.

Patients  are  admitted  to  the  Private  Wards  through  one 
of  the  Honorary  Surgeons.

Od.  per  week,  according  to  the  Ward 
occupied,  with  a  Minimum  Charge  of  £3.  3s.  Od.  for  3  days 
or  less.  The  first  week’s  fee  is  payable  in  advance  to  the 
House  Governor. 

Medical  or  Surgical  Fees  must  be  arranged  between  the 
Patient  and  the  Surgeon  concerned. 

Extra  Fees  will  be  charged  for  Special  Services,  such  as 
a  Special  Nurse,  Dental  Treatment,  a  General  Anaesthetic, 
N-Ray  Examination,  Pathological  Report,  etc. 

The  cost  of  Serum,  expensive  proprietary  medicines, 
stimulants  or  malt  liquors  is  not  included  in  the  Private  Ward 
Fee  and  will  be  charged  to  patients  at  cost. 

Patients  are  required  to  conform  to  the  Rules  of  the 
Hospital  in  all  matters  relating  to  Medical  Treatment,  Diet 
and  Regimen. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  not  more  than  two  friends 
between  2  and  4  any  afternoon,  and  from  6  to  7  p.m. 

Patients  are  requested  to  bring  with  them  not  more  than 
one  small  box  or  portmanteau. 

No  Gratuity  or  Fee  of  any  kind  may  be  given  to  any 
Official  or  Servant  of  the  Hospital.

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RULES  FOR  THE  MANAGEMENT 

OF  THE 

Birmingham  and  Midland  Eye  Hospital. 

As  APPROVED  AT  A  SPECIAL  MEETING  OF  GOVERNORS 

held  August  21st,  1913,  and  amended  April  20tii,  1916, 
August  21st,  1919,  April  22nd,  1920,  March  15th,  1923, 
May  17th,  1928,  Sept.  18th,  1930,  and  7th  March,  1935. 


1.  — This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  “  Birmingham  and 
Midland  Eye  Hospital.” 

2.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  for  the  cure  and  relief  of  poor 
persons  afflicted  with  disease  or  injury  of  the  eye. 

3.  — The  government  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Governors  in  General  Meeting  assembled. 

Governors. 

4.  — Annual  Subscribers  of  One  Guinea  and  upwards  shall  be 
Governors  as  long  as  such  Subscription  is  paid.  All  Donors  of 
Ten  Guineas  and  upwards  shall  be  Governors  for  life. 

5.  — Persons  who  have  rendered  important  service  to  the 
Hospital  may  be  elected  Honorary  Life  Governors  by  the 
Committee  of  Management. 

6.  — The  Honorary  Medical  Officers  of  this  Institution  shall 
be  Governors  whilst  holding  office. 

7.  — The  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  Governors. 

8.  — No  Annual  Governor  shall  debate  or  vote  at  any  General 
Meeting  until  he  has  been  a  Governor  six  months,  or  while  his 
Subscription  is  in  arrear. 

9.  — No  paid  Officer  of  the  Institution  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
at  a  meeting  of  Governors. 

10. —  All  Subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in  advance. 
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Government. 

11.  — The  General  Meeting  of  Governors  shall  be  held 
annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  may  think  best,  and  fourteen  days'  notice  of  such 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in  at  least  two  of 
the  Birmingham  newspapers. 

12.  — The  number  of  Governors  necessary  to  form  a  quorum 
at  a  General  Meeting  shall  be  seven. 

13. —  At  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Governors — 

(a)  The  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  and  all  intermediate 

General  Meetings  shall  be  read. 

( b )  Reports  and  recommendations  from  the  Committee 

of  Management  shall  be  read. 

(c)  The  Accounts  for  the  past  year,  duly  audited,  shall  be 

presented. 

(d)  The  Committee  of  Management  for  the  ensuing  year 

shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  Law  16. 

( e )  The  Officers  of  the  Hospital  referred  to  in  Law  35 

shall  be  presented  for  election  or  re-election  for 

the  current  year. 

(/)  All  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  open  for 

enquiry  and  discussion. 

14. — The  Committee  of  Management  for  the  current  year 
shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  General  Meeting  of  the 
Governors  at  any  time  by  giving  previous  notice  of  such  Special 
General  Meeting  by  advertisement  in  two  Birmingham  news¬ 
papers  at  least  fourteen  days  before  the  day  appointed  for 
holding  the  same,  such  notice  specifying  the  purpose  for  which 
such  Special  General  Meeting  is  called.  A  Special  General 
Meeting  shall  have  full  power  to  decide  on  the  business 
mentioned  in  the  notice  calling  the  same,  but  on  no  other. 

15. —  The  President,  or  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  if  present, 
shall  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  Governors  ;  but  in  their 
absence  the  Governors  present  shall  elect  a  Chairman  pro 
tem.  out  of  their  Meeting. 
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Committee  of  Management. 

16.  — The  affairs  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  a  Committee,  hereinafter  called  the  Committee  of 
Management,  consisting  of  the  Trustees,  of  two  Honorary 
Surgeons  (to  be  elected  by  the  Medical  Board),  one  Representa¬ 
tive  for  the  time  being  of  the  Birmingham  Hospital  Saturday 
Committee,  one  Representative  for  the  time  being  of  the  Bir¬ 
mingham  Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  as  ex  officio  members,  and 
of  not  less  than  eight  nor  more  than  twenty  other  Governors 
to  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 

1 7.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power  to  fill 
up  any  vacancies  occurring  in  their  numbers,  and  to  add  to 
their  numbers  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  Law  16,  until 
the  next  Annual  General  Meeting. 

18.  — No  Governor  shall  be  eligible  to  be  elected  as  a  Member 
of  the  Committee  of  Management  unless  the  Governor  has  been 
a  Subscriber  for  twelve  months  ;  nor  shall  a  Member  of  the 
Committee  of  Management  be  re-elected  if  he  has  failed,  with¬ 
out  special  cause,  to  attend  at  least  one  meeting  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  during  the  preceding  year. 

19.  — At  their  last  meeting  before  the  Annual  General  Meet¬ 
ing  the  Committee  of  Management  shall  nominate  a  Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman,  and  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  these 
names  shall  be  brought  forward  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting 
for  election.  The  Chairman  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  only, 
but  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election,  provided  his  term  of  office 
shall  not  exceed  three  years  consecutively.  The  Treasurer 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year  only,  but  shall  be  eligible  for 
re-election  provided  his  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  five  years 
consecutively. 

20.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  hold  an  Ordinary7 
Meeting  every  month,  at  such  time  as  they  shall  themselves 
direct,  or  they  shall  meet  oftener  if  they  think  proper.  Three 
Members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

21.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall,  at  their  First 
Meeting  after  their  annual  election,  appoint  from  their  own 
body  a  House  Committee,  two  members  of  which  shall  form  a 
quorum.  Such  House  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  in 
each  month. 
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22.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  Finance  Committee  or  other  Sub-Committees  of 
their  body,  of  which  two  members  shall  form  a  quorum 

23.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  the  entire 
management  of  and  control  over  all  the  property  of  the 
Hospital,  and  from  time  to  time  give  such  directions  as  to  the 
dealing  therewith  as  they  shall  think  fit  ;  and  the  Trustees  shall 
comply  with  their  orders  and  directions  in  respect  to  the  same 
without  any  liability  or  responsibility  for  so  doing. 

24.  — Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  and  all  Sub-Committees  thereof,  and  of  the  House 
Committee,  shall  be  kept  and  duly  recorded  by  the  Secretary, 
and  at  all  Meetings  of  any  Committee  or  Sub-Committee  the 
presiding  Chairman  shall,  in  case  of  equality  of  votes,  have  a 
second  or  casting  vote. 

25.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  all  paid  Officers,  and  shall  have  power  to  suspend  or 
discharge  any  such  Officers. 

26.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  present  to  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  a  Report  of  the  business  and 
progress  of  the  Institution  during  the  previous  twelve  months, 
with  a  Statement  of  the  Year’s  Income  and  Expenditure  pre¬ 
viously  audited  ;  such  account  to  be  made  up  to  the  31st 
day  of  December  in  every  year. 


Property  of  the  Hospital  and  Appointment  of  Trustees. 

2  7.— -The  following  provisions  shall  have  effect  with  regard 
to  the  present  and  future  freehold  and  leasehold  properties 
and  investments  belonging  to  or  held  upon  trust  for  the 
Institution 

(a)  There  shall  be  a  body  of  gentlemen  who  shall  be  not 

less  than  four  nor  more  than  eight  in  number,  and 
who  shall  constitute  the  Trustees  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion. 

( b )  The  Committee  of  Management  may  from  time  to 

time  by  resolution  (to  be  sufficiently  evidenced  by 
a  minute  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  signed 
on  their  behalf  bv  the  Secretary)  appoint  any 
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person  or  persons  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the 
Trustees,  and  authorise  the  retirement  of  any 
Trustee  or  Trustees,  and  within  the  limits  afore¬ 
said  appoint  an  additional  Trustee  or  Trustees 

(r)  The  existing  freehold  and  leasehold  properties  of  the 
Institution  shall  be  from  time  to  time  vested  in 
the  Trustees  for  the  time  being  upon  the  trusts  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Institution  which  have  already 
been  declared  in  relation  to  such  properties 
respectively,  and  all  freehold  and  leasehold 
properties  which  may  hereafter  be  acquired  by 
the  Institution  shall  be  vested  in  the  Trustees 
for  the  time  being  upon  such  trusts  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Institution  as  shall  be  declared  by  deeds 
to  be  approved  of  by  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment. 

(d)  All  investments  from  time  to  time  held  for  or  on 

behalf  of  the  Institution  shall  be  vested  in  three  or 
more  of  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  and  all 
new  investments,  changes  of  investments,  and 
sales  of  investments  shall  be  made  at  the  request 
and  by  the  direction  of  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  such  request  and  direction  to  be  evidenced 
by  a  minute  of  the  Committee  of  Management, 
signed  on  their  behalf  by  the  Secretary. 

(e)  The  property  of  the  Institution  may  from  time  to 

time  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  freehold  or 
leasehold  properties  in  England  or  Wales,  or  in 
any  investments  authorised  as  a  security  for  the 
investment  of  trust  funds,  or  which  have  been 
specially  authorised  by  a  resolution  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  evidenced  as  above. 

(f)  All  deeds,  certificates,  and  other  documents  of  title 

relating  to  the  freehold  and  leasehold  properties 
and  investments  of  or  held  in  trust  for  the  In¬ 
stitution  shall  be  deposited  for  safe  custody  with 
the  Bankers  of  the  Institution  in  the  names  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management  and 
the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  and  be  under 
their  control  provided  always  that  they  may 
from  time  to  time  allow  any  such  deeds,  docu¬ 
ments  and  papers  to  be  removed  from  the  Bank 
and  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  .Solicitors  or 
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Stockbrokers  of  the  Institution  or  otherwise  as 
may  be  necessary  or  desirable. 


Finance. 

28.  — The  Income  of  the  Hospital  and  all  Donations  and 
Legacies  received  from  time  to  time  shall  be  paid  to  the  credit 
of  the  Hospital,  at  the  Hospital  Bankers,  or  to  the  Treasurer. 

29.  — All  cheques  shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  or  Acting 
Treasurer  and  by  one  other  Member  of  the  Committee  of 
Management,  but  no  cheque  shall  be  given,  except  for  Salaries, 
Wages,  and  Petty  Cash,  without  the  direction  of  the  House  or 
Finance  Committee. 

30.  — An  Official  Receipt,  signed  by  the  Treasurer,  Secretary 
or  Collector,  shall  be  given  for  all  Subscriptions,  Donations,  and 
other  payments  made  to  the  Hospital. 

31.  — All  money  received  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  shall  be 
paid  into  the  account  of  the  Hospital  at  the  Hospital  Bankers 
at  least  once  in  each  week. 

32 — The  accounts  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  checked  by  the 
Auditors  every  quarter. 


Subscribers*  Privileges. 

33.  — Annual  Subscribers  have  the  privilege  of  recommending 
suitable  patients  for  treatment  up  to  the  value  of  their  sub¬ 
scription,  on  the  basis  of  estimated  costs,  as  published  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  the  preceding  year. 

34.  Life  Governors,  by  virtue  of  donations,  have  the 
privilege  of  subscribers  in  the  proportion  of  One  Guinea  per 
annum  for  each  Ten  Guineas  donated. 


Appointment  of  Officers, 

35. — The  Patrons,  Patronesses,  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Chairman  of  Committee  of  Management,  Vice-Chairman  and 
Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governors  at  a  General 
Meeting  by  show  of  hands. 
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Honorary  Medical  Officers. 

36. — The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  one  ot 
more  Consulting  Physicians,  one  or  more  Consulting  Surgeons, 
three  or  more  Surgeons,  with  one  or  more  Assistant  Surgeons, 
and  such  other  Medical  Officers  as  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  may  think  necessary. 


37. — The  Election  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Committee 
of  Management,  the  Consulting  Physicians,  Consulting  Sur¬ 
geons  and  Surgeons. 


38.  — Meetings  of  the  Election  Committee  shall,  on  the 
instruction  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  be  convened  by 
the  Secretary,  who  shall  give  not  less  than  seven  clear  days’ 
notice,  and  shall  state  the  object  for  which  the  Election 
Committee  is  summoned. 

39.  — At  all  Meetings  of  the  Election  Committee  seven 
Members  shall  form  a  quorum,  of  whom  not  less  than  four  shall 
be  Members  of  the  Committee  of  Management.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  of  Management,  or,  in  his  absence,  such  other 
member  of  the  Committee  of  Management  as  the  Election 
Committee  shall  appoint,  shall  take  the  Chair,  and  shall,  in 
case  of  equality  of  votes,  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 


40. — The  Honorary  Medical  Officers  notwithstanding  their 
participation  in  the  allocation  from  public  funds  shall  be 
appointed  by  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  Election 
Committee,  but  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  in  receipt  of 
an  honorarium  shall  be  appointed  by  and  shall  be  subject  to 
removal  by  the  Committee  of  Management. 


Before  the  Election  Committee  or  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  as  the  case  may  be,  enter  upon  the  consideration  of  the 
suspension  or  removal  of  any  member  of  the  Honorary  Medical 
Staff  the  person  concerned  shall  have  such  notice  as  the 
Committee  of  Management  shall  think  reasonable,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  appear  before  the  Election  Committee  or  the 
Committee  of  Management,  as  the  case  may  be. 

All  regulations  appertaining  to  such  Medical  Staff  not 
provided  for  in  these  laws  shall  be  subject  to  the  decisior 
of  the  Election  Committee. 
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41. — On  a  vacancy,  or  additional  appointment,  in  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff,  a  Meeting  of  the  Election  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  be  convened  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  Election 
Committee  shall  cause  to  be  inserted  in  at  least  two  Birming¬ 
ham  newspapers  an  advertisement  specifying  a  date  not  less 
than  14  days  from  the  date  on  which  such  advertisement 
shall  appear,  on  or  before  which  applications  and  testimonials 
of  Candidates  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Secretary,  and  shall 
fix  a  date  for  the  election.  Such  election  shall  be  by  ballot 
of  the  Members  of  the  Election  Committee  present  at  the 
meeting  on  the  date  so  fixed. 


42. — A  Candidate  for  the  office  of  Surgeon  or  Assistant 
Surgeon  must  be  a  legally-qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  and 
possess  such  qualifications  as  the  Committee  of  Management 
shall  from  time  to  time  require.  He  must  produce  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  registration,  together  with  a  certificate  of  his  age. 


43. — The  Assistant  Surgeons  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  but  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  Upon  re- 
election  at  the  expiry  of  three  years  service  they  shall  become 
permanent  members  of  the  Staff.  Having  completed  ten 
years  service  as  Assistant  Surgeon,  the  holder  of  that  appoint¬ 
ment  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital. 


44. — Any  Surgeon  who  shall  retire  after  having  served  the 
Hospital  fifteen  years  shall  be  eligible  to  be  elected,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  a  Consult¬ 
ing  Surgeon. 


45. _ Any  Surgeon,  or  Assistant  Surgeon,  having  completed 

his  sixtieth  year  of  age  shall,  ipso  facto,  cease  to  hold  his 
appointment^  but  the  age  of  retirement  may  be  extended 
annually  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Committee  of  Management  should  they  consider 
it  in  the  interests  of  the  Hospital. 


46. — The  Surgeons  and  Assistant  Surgeons  shall  constitute 
a  Medical  Board,  empowered  to  consult  on  all  matters  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Medical  Department,  including  the  admission 
and  conduct  of  Students,  and  shall  report  to  the  Committee  of 
Management  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  necessary,  but  not 
less  than  once  each  month. 
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Resident  Staff.  • 

47.  — The  Resident  Surgical  Officer  and  House  Surgeons  shall 
be  legally  qualified  Medical  Practitioners,  shall  reside  in  the 
Hospital,  and  not  engage  in  private  practice.  They  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Committee  of  Management  on  the  recom 
mendation  of  the  Medical  Board. 

Servants,  etc. 

48.  — Nurses  and  Servants  of  the  Hospital  shall  not  receive 
any  Fee,  Perquisite,  or  Gratuity  from  Patients  or  their  Friends, 
under  penalty  of  immediate  dismissal. 

Private  Wards. 

49.  — A  limited  number  of  Beds  shall  be  used  for  the  reception 
of  such  paying  Patients  as  the  Committee  of  Management  from 
time  to  time  may  deem  to  be  eligible. 

The  charge  to  paying  patients  shall  be  Two  Guineas  per  week, 
or  such  other  charge  as  the  Committee  of  Management  may 
from  time  to  time  fix. 

Alteration  of  Laws. 

50.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  law  except  at  an 
Annual  or  Special  General  Meeting,  nor  then  unless  notice  of 
the  proposed  alteration  and  the  precise  terms  thereof  shall 
have  been  given  to  the  Committee  of  Management  at  least  one 
clear  month  before  such  Annual  or  Special  General  Meeting

On  February  18th,  1911,  an  informal  meeting  of  ladies 
was  held,  at  which  it  was  decided  to  inaugurate  a  Ladies’  Guild 
in  connection  with  the  Eye  Hospital.  By  September  of  the 
same  year  the  membership  consisted  of  50  Members  and 
Associates  ;  and  in  1914,  98  Members,  which  proves  the 
rapidity  with  which  the  Guild  grew  in  those  days.  Working 
parties  were  arranged  at  the  Hospital,  and  by  some  of  the 
Members  in  their  own  homes,  but  after  a  few  years  these 
ceased,  owing  to  the  Members  having  so  many  activities  on 
account  of  the  War.  However,  the  good  work  of  the  Guild 
continued,  and  included  the  provision  of  extra  comforts  for 
the  patients,  e.g.,  special  mattresses  for  “  Extraction  ”  patients, 
basket  chairs  and  cushions. 

In  May,  1933,  the  number  of  Members  wras  only  59,  so 
that  an  appeal  was  sent  out,  each  Member  being  asked  to  find 
a  new  Member.  The  membership  at  the  present  time  is  80. 
The  Guild  is,  therefore,  drawing  a  little  nearer  to  the  desired 
membership  of  100.  If  the  200  mark  can  be  reached  it  will 
be  a  great  deal  better,  especially  if  this  can  be  attained  before 
the  next  Annual  Report  is  circulated.

The  Council  has  pleasure  in  submitting  the  28th  Annual 
Report  to  Members  and  Associates  of  the  Guild,  together 
with  the  audited  Statement  of  Accounts. 

The  year  1938  has  shown  a  very  slight  increase  in 
membership^  but  the  Council  feels  that  individual  members 
could  do  so  much  more  in  interesting  their  friends  in  the 
good  work  of  the  Ladies’  Guild,  and  in  bringing  fresh  ideas 
to  the  general  meetings  for  discussion.  It  is  hoped  that 
1939  will  be  outstanding  in  the  history  of  the  Guild  for  a 
spectacular  increase  in  membership  and  also  for  a  really 
united  effort  by  all  the  members  to  raise  funds  to  help  with 
the  furnishing  of  the  Nurses’  new  Home,  now  being  built.

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First  Annual  Report  of  the 
"  Burcot  Grange  55  Ladies9  Guild. 


As  the  result  of  a  request  from  Birmingham  that  the 
ladies  of  the  district  should  form  a  Ladies’  Guild  in  connection 
with  the  Burcot  Grange  Extension,  a  preliminary  meeting 
was  held  in  April  at  Burcot  Grange,  and  at  this  there  was 
a  very  good  attendance.  Mrs.  Morrison  was  in  the  Chair. 
The  Chairman  first  referred  to  Mr.  Rushbrooke’s  generous 
gift  of  Burcot  Grange  to  be  an  extension  of  the  central 
Hospital.  The  more  convalescent  patients  were  to  be  sent 
out  here  and  so  much  relieve  the  congestion  at  the  Birming¬ 
ham  Hospital,  where  there  is  always  a  long  waiting  list. 

Then  the  object  of  the  Ladies’  Guild  was  explained,  it 
being  to  provide  extra  comforts  for  the  patients  and  staff, 
and  these  are  much  needed  and  much  appreciated. 

The  subscription  was  fixed  at  a  minimum  of  5s.  per 
annum,  and  any  additional  gifts  of  comforts  in  kind  would 
be  much  appreciated  from  members  or  non-members. 


Miss  Sadler  (Matron  at  Burcot  Grange)  was  then  asked 
what  was  most  needed  for  the  patients,  and  she  said  she 
considered  shawls,  scarves,  children’s  socks,  vests,  jerseys  and 
eiderdowns  for  the  staff  were  very  much  needed.  Gifts  of 
worn  clothing  were  also  very  useful,  as  many  of  the  patients 
were  very  poorly  provided  for  on  arrival.

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RULES. 

I.  The  objects  of  the  Guild  are  : — 

(1)  To  provide  clothing  for  patients  while  in  the  Hospital, 
and  to  assist  the  Hospital  by  giving  extra  comforts  for  the 
patients. 

(2)  To  supply  clothing  for  necessitous  patients  when 
leaving  the  Hospital. 

(3)  To  promote  any  other  work  in  connection  with  the 
Hospital  which  may  from  time  to  time  commend  itself  to  the 
Council  of  the  Guild. 

II.  The  Guild  shall  consist  of  the  following  : — 

(a)  Patrons  to  be  invited  by  the  Council. 

(b)  President  to  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(c)  Vice-Presidents  to  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(d)  Members  who  contribute  not  less  than  two  shillings  and 
sixpence  a  year,  and  who  undertake  to  provide  two  garments 
annually  or  to  pay  an  additional  sum  of  two  shillings  and 
sixpence  in  respect  of  each  garment. 

(e)  Associates  who  shall  contribute  not  less  than  five 
shillings  annually. 

(f)  Junior  members  under  21  years  of  age  to  subscribe  one 
shilling  and  one  garment  annually,  and  those  under  12  to 
subscribe  one  shilling  and  one  toy  annually. 

III.  The  management  of  the  Guild  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Council  elected  by  the  members  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

IV.  The  Council  shall  meet  three  times  in  the  year  or 
oftener  as  they  may  direct.  Seven  days’  notice  must  be  given 
to  each  member,  and  the  business  to  be  transacted  must  be 
stated  on  the  notice  convening  the  meeting. 

V.  The  Honorary  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
appointed  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  holder  or  holders  of 
these  offices  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Council. 

VI.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  February  each 
year  when  a  report  and  audited  accounts  for  the  previous  year 
ending  December  31st  shall  be  presented. 

VII.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Guild  may  be  called  by  the 
Council,  seven  days’  notice  in  writing  having  been  given  to 
each  member.  The  business  to  be  transacted  shall  be  stated 
on  the  circular  summoning  the  meeting. 

VIII.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  foregoing  Rules 
except  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Guild,  and  then  only  if 
notice  of  such  intended  alteration  is  given  in  writing  to  the 
Secretary  seven  days  before  such  general  meeting.
